CSEFCL AND SUGGESTIVE. 


--Never allow salt meats of any kind 
to boil hard. 
—Feet constantly cold are relieved 
by brief immersions in cold water, and 
the active friction with a rough towel. 
—White Egg Mullins.—One pint of 
flour, whites of eight eggs beaten to a 
stiff froth. 
Add enough milk to make 
it into a thin batter, 
ru t in a little salt. 
—A Des Moines farmer destroys cut 
worms and grubs, and escapes their 
ravages by plowing the ground for such 
crops as cabbages, j»ea.s beans, corn and 
tomatoes late in the fall. 
The late 
plowing, he thinks, exposes the eggs or 
worn** and they are killed by freezing. 
—Delmonico Pudding.—Stir three ta­ 
blespoonfuls of corn starch into one 
quart of boiling milk, and let it boil two 
minutes; beat the yelks of live eggs 
with six tablespoonfuls of sugar, flavor 
and stir in the com flour. 
Put the 
whole in a dish and bake it. 
Peat the 
whites of the eggs and stir into them 
three tablespoonfuls of sugar, and when 
well done spread on the top and bake a 
light brown. 
—English Pound Cakc.^-One pound 
of hotter beaten to a cream; one pound 
of rolled sugar; ten eggs, the white aud 
yelks beaten separately; one pound of 
dried flour; eight ounces of almonds; 
eight ounces of candied peel. When all 
are well beaten together add three 
pounds of English entrants and one 
pound of raisins, both dredged in flour. 
Place it immediately in a moderate 
oven and bake three hours or until 
done/' 
—Potato Salad (German Style.) 
Boil the potatoes with the peels in water 
with some salt until done; jwjur oil’ the 
water and set back on the stove a few 
minutes to dry; ped, and when cool cut 
in thin slices; strew enough salt and 
fine black pepper to suit the taste; chop 
or cut fine one good-sized onion and 
add; also about one tablespoonful of 
pure sweet olive or salad oil, and enough 
vinegar in which a tablespoonful of su­ 
gar has been dissolved, to make it sour 
enough to suit the taste or proportion 
of other material. 
—The follow ing recipe for ladies* lin­ 
gers is an excellent one: Take one 
pound of pulverized sugar, one dozen 
eggs, three-quarters of apoundof flour. 
Beat the yelks and sugar to a cream, 
then beat the whites, and lastly stir in 
the flour; flavor with lemon. 
Bake in 
long, small tins made expressly for 
these little cakes, or you may drop 
them on white writing paper; they arc 
likely iii this case, however, to look ir­ 
regular about the e<lge. 
lie careful not 
to put too much dough in the tin as it 
w ill rise a good deal. 
Have the oven 
hot and success is certain. 
- There is a great difference in the 
quality of apple-butter, even where it 
is the product of our best farmers* 
wives. 
Sometimes it is too acid, or too 
soft, or too light, or lumpy. 
'These are 
the results of the improper proportions 
of cider and apples, or tiiat the apples 
were not sweet enough, or that the mass 
was not boiled and stirred enough. 
Apple-butter is a wholesome and desira- 
bJe relish on the supj>er-tablc, or it can 
be made into most excellent tarts. The 
way I make my apple-butter is as fol­ 
lows: If you have a barrel kettle, take 
thirty gallons of sweet cider, that just 
from the press is to be preferred; boil 
it down to one-third of the quantity, 
then add altogether about two bushels 
of pared, quartered and cored sweet ap­ 
ples, about one-third at a time, judging 
as to the quantity of apples; then stir 
the whole mass constantly with a long- 
handled wooden stirrer, reaching down 
to the bottom; this stirrer must be from 
four to five inches broad at the bottom, 
rounded a little to fit the bottom of the 
kettle, and have half a dozen or more 
half-inch holes bored through it. Tho 
mass must be kept boiling and stirred 
until the whole is reduced to say one- 
half of the original quantity of cider, 
assumes a d art color, and is perfectly 
smooth and palatable. 
For this pur- 
C>se samples should from time to time 
> taken out and tasted. 
When done 
it should be put in jars, well-tied over 
with paper, and placed in a cool place. 
Otherwise it may “ work” and lose a 
great deal of its value.—(Air. Ch rintui­

Much as Americans may affect to de­ 
spise the Chinese and their enterprise,1 
vet the time is coming when, without 
sharp and decisive action on our part, 
that people will be far better represented 
in the ocean carrying trade tliau our­ 
selves. Tile Chinese appear to have 
awakened to the importance and value 
of carriage by sea between their own 
and other countries, aud maifest a dis- 
l>osition to embark in the business as a 
matter of profit. As a fair beginning, 
they have put on a line to compete with 
the* Pacific Mail Steamship Company. 
Already the China Merchants’ Steam 
Navigation Company have two steamers 
engaged in the Pacific trade. This en­ 
terprise, backed up by the Imperial gov­ 
ernment, is about to be re-enforced bv 
three new iron steamers, all of uhi<-h 
are being constructed on tin* Civile. 
While the subjects of the “Flowiry 
Kingdom” are making this movement to 
secure the China-Amerieau trade, our 
own importance iii Chinese waters is 
rapidly on the decline. 
I he time when 
we could look with satisfaction ujKm the 
number and size of American clippers 
engaged in the China trade is passed, 
anda once flourishing business is rapidly 
passing into other hands. The annexed 
figures, showing the state of trade in 
I HTG aud 1879 between the treaty Inerts 
of China and other countries, have been 
compiled from statements made by the 
United States Consul at Shanghai:

D r. D. B ethune M cCartee, v h o for 
thirty-seven years teas engaged in m is­ 
sionary work in China for Ute American 
lx>ard of foreign missions, and is now in 
the diplom atic service of that country, 
has given 6ome explanations in regard to 
the attitude of the Chinese toward rail • 
ways. 
“ To understand the opposition of the 
Chinese to railroads,” said Dr. M cCartee, 
“you m ust know som ething altout their 
superstitions. 
In China, considerations 
of good aud bad luck enter into every 
transaction in life. 
In their conception, 
luck is a sort of m aterial substance that 
can have a courso like a wind or a stream. 
For instance, a house opposite to the 
junction of a street, w ith the street in 
which it stands, is on unlucky position. 
T he bad luck th at m ay happen to How 
down tiro opjiosite street will run right 
into the house. 
In such a case a sign 
will be pu t up to keep the bad luck away, 
such os: 
“Tho stone of the great mountain is here. 
“ This refers to the sacred m ountains 
worshiped by tho high dignitaries of tho 
empire. 
Only the Em peror m ay wor­ 
ship the heaven. 
Officers of the highest 
rails worship the sacred m ountains, tho 
various powers of nature are worshiped 
by tho lower official grades, and tho 
common people worship their parents 
and ancestors. 
I t is not at all necessary 
th at a piece of the stone of tho sacred 
m ountain shall be thoro, for tho Chinese 
believe von can hum bug the bad luck 
by sim ply declaring th at tho stone is 
there. 
Som etim es they p u t u p a bar­ 
rier to keep off a stream of bad luck. 
In 
front of every m andarin’s office there is 
a large wall called pili-ho-Chang, which 
in* a n s 'th o wall keeping off calam ity.’ 
Som etim es m easures are taken to divest 
a stream of bail luck.
